FINAL 
PAPER — FROM 
1875 
TO 
THE BEGINNING OF 1882 


The History of the Metropolitan Theater 
up to the Opening of the Present 
Decade—A Closing Sketch. 


W ith this article we conclude our review 
of the history of theatricals in Sacramento, 
and especially of the Metropolitan Theater. 
W ith the dismantling of the Academy in 
1873, the Metropolitan was left as the only 
theater at the Capital of the State. 
W. 
K. Morrow succeeded the Hutchipga Broa. 
aa the owners of the property, April 14,1873, 
and was in possession up to the date of his 
death ia September, 1S7G. 
I t then passed 
to his heirs, non-residents, who were repre­ 
sented by Joseph Bailey until the sale of 
the propeity to Albert Gallatin late in 18S1, 
under whom it is now being rebnilt. 
Of 
him D, J. Simmons, the well-known local 
manager, took a lease for five years ; the 
year ISS’2 being the first of his term. 
Our 
last paper closes with the year 1S75. 


t i i e y e a r 1S76. 
For the remainder of this sketch we 
shall be content wilh very mnch briefer 
remark than in the preceding papers. The 
period is tco fresh in public memory to 
need detailed reference, and the purpose 
now will be to barely index the more 
prominent theatrical and entertainment 
events. 
Ih e year 1S7G opened with the 
Lingards in “ Our Boys,” in January, fol­ 
lowed by a remarkably long and successful 
engagement, under Maguire, of the Union 
Square Company. 
It extended over nine 
weeks without a break, and presented in 
society dramas such 
artists 
as James 
O’Neil, Katie Mayhew, J. 
A. 
Herne, 
Louise Hawthorne, H. M. Brown, E. J. 
Buckley, W. H. Crane, Ella W ilton, Alice 
ílarrison, M. A. Kennedy, A: D. Biliings 
aud others. 
Joe Murphy made an appear­ 
ance also iu this time. 
It was in this 
engagement that (February 2(i:h) Charles 
H. Welcb, Maguire’s representative, re­ 
ceived a testimonial benefit, tendered by 
business men in recognition of his business 
ability. 
It proved an ovation. 
In this 
benefit the management aud employes of 
the Record-Union took an active and 
leading part as to its promotion. 
On this 
occasion J. G. Chesley, a Sacramento citi­ 
zen, appeared, and W. H. Crane introduced 
a new song, “ The Pull-back,” written by 
M: R. Beard, a Sacramentan. 
In Marcb 
Maguire took a benefit 
From March to 
June we had Magnirc’a California Minstrels 
and Mackie and Wilson and Wm. Court- 
right appeared, and the Tennessee Jubilee 
Singers. 
In-I une Blind Toro, the pianist, 
appeared, and the Royal Illusionists, an 
excellent company of jugelers and workers 
of modern magic. 
In July the Georgia 
Minstrels. 
In this month also, in the 
upper part of the city, Blondin, “ The 
Hero of Niagara,” gave a week’s entertain­ 
ment in funambnlistic exercises. 
Iu Sep­ 
tember Eleanor Carey appeared for the first 
time, supported Maguire’s Baldwin (San 
Francisco) Opera - house company. 
Oc­ 
tober 20th occurred the German Hos­ 
pital benefit, aud on the 31st, through 
tho 
exertions of 
Mr. 
Simmons, 
Ed­ 
win Booth, supported by John McCul­ 
lough, and the California Theater Com­ 
pany, San Francisco, made his appearance 
after 
an 
absence of over twenty-five 
years. 
It was one of the notable events in 
Sacramento’s dramatic history. He played 
four night», presenting “ H am let,” “ Rich­ 
elieu,” “ O thello” and “ Richard III.” . In 
September occurred an accident that led to 
the death of W. K. Morrow, the owner of 
the theater. 
He and the stage carpenter, 
on the 22i, were engaged in grinding in a 
mortar ingredients for stage red-fire, when 
an explosion took plac6 which wounded Mr. 
Morrow so severely that he died on the 
23d. 
In that month and during that week 
Maguire’s Company 
played, 
with 
J. 
A. Herne and Eleanor Carey in the lead. 
It proved a very successful season. 
Pro­ 
fessor S. S. Baldwin and Clara Baldwin 
followed, with an exposure of Spiritual­ 
ism. 
In October the Royal Marionettes. 
October ISth Moore’s “ Ópera House,” a 
melodeon, fell on the opening night, and a 
number of citizens were killed outright. 
In December Frank Mayor and Josephine 
Lawrence, aud in December the Vienna 
Ladies’ concert.

Rose Eytinge and a special 
company of old stand-bys appeared in

direct, or operating on the “ guarantee” 
system. 
S. C. Mott, a local manager, and 
H. S. Beals occasionally had troupes. 
The 
chief San Francisco managers represented 
were Maguire, C. E. Locke, F, W. Bert and 
theCaliforniaTheater management. Indeed, 
these remarks may be be applied to all 
the yearB from 1S73 up to the opening of 
1882, when Mr. Simmons took the theater 
on a long lease and became Bole manager. 
It ia but just to remark that he has in 
these dates had more to do with manage­ 
ment at the Metropolitan than any other. 
He has not always been financially success* 
ful. 
On the whole period he has, indeed, 
loet money, but he has gained much by 
experience, improved in judgment, is not 
now easily imposed upon by worthless 
combinations, and promises to make the 
new era of the Metropolitan a success in 
every sense. 
In the paBt he has ventured 
in where others have feared to tread, and 
assumed risks no one else would, the public 
benefiting by the appearanco of many good 
troupes that otherwise would have passed 
by Sacramento. 


TH E YEAR 1SS0 .

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ANESTHETIC AGENTS. 


lew topics discussed in medical circles 
of late have attracted the popular acten- 
tion that baa been given to the papers of 
Dr. bima and Dr. Johnson on tho uae of 
anesthetic agents ; the former recounting 
before the New York Academy of Medi­ 
cine some cases exemplify iug the danger of 
employing new compounds in this capao- 
ity ; and the latter, before the Medico­ 
Legal Society, raising the question of when, 
and nnder what circumstances, the prac­ 
titioner is justified infusing chloroform, 
ether, antylene, bromide of ulbyl, etc., to 
subdue pain. 
In both pipers the staii.tiea 
of mortality from the U3e of tho drugs set 
rividly befoie the mincD of the audiences 
assembled the fact that a certain risk of 
latal accident always accompanies the use 
of anesthetic agents of all descriptions, 
chloroform being the most perilous of all 
in the proportion of ten to one. 
I t has 
been shown by evidence that the risk is 
not always contingent upon the presenco of 
disease of the heart or of pulmonary 
trouble ; but that chloroform, under the 
ordinary modes of administration, may 
produce 
sudden 
death 
without 
the 
co-operation of either of th*j»e canses. 
Taking the latter aa the typical anesthetio, 
as it undoubtedly has proved itself the 
moat efficient, the (¡leift*n raieed by Dr. 
Johnson as to when a medicai m an .a justi­ 
fied in using it is one of the gravest im» 
portanoe, particularly when it ia considered 
that only a few years ago many physicians 
were in the habit of allowing patients of 
average intelligence to apply it iu attacks 
of neuralgia, when they were not present to 
superintend tho administration. 
A few 
sudden deaths led to the exercise of more 
caution, but did not result in any experi­ 
ments calculated to determine whether 
there is any mode of administering the a’- 
leyiative, by means of which release from 
pain may be scoured, while the peril to life 
is obviated, 
l’aul Bert, recently Minister 
of Public Instruction and a member of the 
Institute of France, whose ri markable ex­ 
periments in destroying the bacteria cf 
anthrax by aerostatic pressure attracted 
general attention several years ago, ap­ 
pears to have taken up the problem left 
unsolved hy medical practitioners 
and 
te have furnished facts that may load 
to its solution. 
His experiments were 
conducted 
with 
dogs, 
sparrows, 
and 
mice 
confined 
in 
air-tight compart­ 
ments, containing in mixture with puro 
air given 
percentages 
of 
chloroform, 
ether, 
amylene, 
bromide 
of 
eth jl, 
etc. ; with a view to determine what 
proportion of the anesthetic was necea- 
sary to produce 
unconsciousness with­ 
out 
death, 
in 
the 
first 
instance, 
and 
in the 
second, 
what 
proportion 
proved most rapidly fatal. 
His researches 
developed this curious fact—that, iu all 
cacos except protoxide of nitrogen, the 
fatal dose is exactly double the dose ic- 
quirtd to produce insensibility. 
W hen he 
confined mice in a vapor composed cf six 
grams of chloroform to 100 liters of air, for 
example, he found that insensibility ensued 
with normal rapidity, but títere was no 
danger of death from protraction of the 
experim ent; but when the proportion cf 
chloroform was raised to twelve grammes 
p^r 100 liter?, death ensued vtry soon afier 
unconsciousness supervened. 
This rule he 
found to hold good throughout the s rics; 
and he thus established w hat he proposes 
to call the w orking z ue of anesthesia. 
In 
practice he found that a compound of nine

utive specimen of m anhood. 
H is ideas of 
the relations of a ruler to his people are, 
to put it m ildly, strange, and to a “ for- 
“ eigner,” ludicrous. lU cautly th e R e c o rd 


U n io n 's Honolulu correspondent recited 
some details of the K ing’s “ peculiarities," 
and we are inform ed of still ethers th at 
would justify placing in his m outh the 
declaration Shakespeare attrib u tes to R ich­ 
ard II. : 
" We are enforced to farm our rov I realm, 
The revenue whereof shall furnish us 
For our affairs in hand.” 
One of his coolly-refreshing schemes was 
to have th e L egislature prom ote a loan of 
$10,000,000. 
T his he expected to float 
upon an English m arket a t tw enty ceota 
on th e dollar, and th a t he would receive 
the sum of $2,000,000. 
T his he was to be 
allowed to dispose of as be pleased in loans 
to h;s subjects on th eir unsecured I. O. U .’s 
prom issory notes, etc., etc. 
W hile the 
K anakas w ent w ild over the prospect, as 
they expected to m ake th eir “ m ark s” and 
get all th e coin they needed, th e Cabinet 
waa forced to kill the scheme outright, as 
it was too breezy, even for th a t body. 
Probably some of onr w ould-be political 
financiers on this side th e w ater, having 
less conscience, m ight have m anaged to 
help K alakaua through w ith his scheme 
had he b u t appealed to them . 
A nother incident is related of the King.

She was th e guest of the K ing and his fam­ 
ily, and the royal host resolved to entertain 
her handsom ely. 
As the old palace is tom 
down and the new one incom plete, he or­ 
dered a sum ptuous feast spread at the 
leading hotel. 
W hen the bill for the ban­ 
quet came iu, the K ing flatly refused to 
pay it, saying th a t as the entertainm ent 
was given in honor of the Prince**, her 
husband was the proper one to loot the 
cost. 
W hen presented to A tw ater he de­ 
clared he was b u t an invited guest, w ith 
the m any others, bu t if it was the custom 
of the country he would pay it aud say no 
more. 
A t this point the bill was sent by 
the landlord to the K ing's chamberlaiD, 
w ith the request th a t it be ipaid w ithout 
any more bother, and he paid it. 
Recently K alakaua, on the eve of a visit 
to Hawaii, was called upon by some young 
planters from th e northern end of the 
island, who expressed th eir delight at the 
entertainm ent furnished them by the royal 
band on a previous occasion.

From the Chicago journals we have the 
acknowledgm ent th a t California fruit ship­ 
m ents to th a t m arket are larger this year 
th an in any previous season. 
This is g rat­ 
ifying—the admission—for we were aware 
of th e fact before. 
The Chicagoans say 
th a t th e fruits m ost p ut iu their m arket 
from California consist of pears, plums, 
prunes, peaches and grapes, and Buch is 
the completeness to which the mode of 
packing has been brought, th a t the fru it as 
a general thing looks as fresh when it 
reaches Chicago as it did when it started. 
All shipm ents are m ade by fast freight or 
specially adapted cars attached to the reg­ 
ular passenger trains, and the journey ia 
made, barring accidents, in five days' tim e. 
This fruit, of course, sells a t higher prices 
in th a t m arket th an th a t brought from 
more contiguous localities, b u t the freight 
bills and th e shippers' risk explain the dif­ 
ference. 
T ransportation 
of 
perishable 
goods for such a long distance involves 
heavy cost and greater risk. The season in 
w hich a profit can be reaped is brief, and 
it m ust be m ade adequate to the dem ands 
of th e capital invested for a year. 
Large 
fruit shipping houses assume responsibili­ 
ties th a t have in them more of peril than 
ordinary business ventures. 
They work 
for a brief tim e, and m ust perforce remain 
com paratively idle during a long period. 
T he succesa of our transcontinental fruit 
shipping has been such in recent seasons, 
and the system has been so perfected, th at 
California has now no longer a precarious 
m arket a t th e E ast for a large class of 
fruits, b u t has established w hat was for 
some years a mere venture, as a stable busi­ 
ness, which, however, m ust be conducted 
w ith greater expedition and heavier risk 
than any other involving th e investm ent of 
a like am ount of capital. 
I t may be added 
here th a t Sacram ento is a t this tim e by 
very m nch th e heaviest shipping point for 
east-bound fruits, and thus far in the sea­ 
son has stood to all others as !»is to 1. The 
railroad carrier has ever since the season 
opened been taxed to its fullest capacity to 
carry forw ard the frnit produce.

wishes special tariff laws ; another special 
exem ption from taxation, and so on to the 
d istan t end.

reservation on the next outbreak and kill 
off the squaws and little ones. I t declares, 
th a t how ever cruel [the alternative, it is 
justifiable aa being the only one remaining. 
T his we deny em phatically. 
There is one 
other—to be men. 
Am erican citizens can­ 
not afford to place them selves on the level 
w ith the Apache m urderer. 
B etter th a t 
there be massacre and rapine and robbery, 
than for civilized men to retaliate for 
wrong, 
upon 
defenseless 
children and 
women. 
The Star says : 
" T h e proposi- 
“ tion is not sim ply to kill the women aad 
" children on the ¡san Carlos reservation. 
" I t is to kill every Indian on it, male and 
" female, big and little. 
I t is, briefly, to 
“ exterm inate the tiger's brood, root and

T h at is very loud talk, bu t it 
lacks every elem ent of bravery and m anli­ 
ness, and is only the voice of brutish rage.

TELEPHONIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


The London Engineering is the authority

The Anti-Debris Guard held their regular 
meeting at Anti-Debris headqoirters last 
evening. 
‘ The Committee on By law» and Order of 
Businesa reported such by-laws, and after 
some amendments they were adopted. 
In behalf of George Cadwalader and in his 
3ame, I. N. Hoag presented the Guard with 
a regalia or uniform for each member. Mr. 
Hoag called the attention of the members to 
the sky-blue color of the sashee of the private 
members of the Guard—its significance being 
that the Guard claimed that they and all the 
people of the valleys were entitled to and 
must receive the water from the mountains 
through the rivers in its normal condition, 
clear and transparent as God had made it. 
These waters are a free gift of nature and no 
one has a right to pollute or destroy them for 
the common usee of the perple. He pointed 
ont that the trimmings were red, white and 
blue—the ct.lors of the flj.g of our country. 
He who trains under these colors must be 
true to his country, her institutions and her 
laws. These institutions and laws enforce 
the maxim or rule 
of 
action that all 
persons must so conduct themselves as 
not 
to 
interfere 
with 
the 
rights 
of 
others, and so use their property as not 
to injure the persons and property of otherB. 
The gold and silver bullion on the officers’ 
regalia was significant that the Guard re­ 
garded these metáis sb the basis or measures 
of all commercial values, and that while the 
Guard would uphold all lawful modes of ex­ 
tracting them from thfc earth, they would 
iosist on the stopping of all unlawful modes 
of mining, especially when such mining did 
great and irreparable damage to other and 
greater interests of the State. While the 
Guard has a Captain and .Lieutenants, this 
designation has no military significance,

The day is not far distant when this 
valley, these fertile fields, these navigable 
rivers, and all that pertains to this wonder­ 
fully productive State, will become the inher­ 
itance of the young men of the State. I con­ 
jure you to preserve the lands of the valley 
in their natural condition and fertility, and 
the waters of the rivers iu their natural 
parity aud value.

THE BEW THEATER. 


a Description of the Kew Metropolitan— 
Its Conveniences and £ sating Capacity. 


At last Sacramento has a new theater. For 
years the people of this city have, with all of 
it3 discomfort!’, put up with the old rattle­ 
trap of a theater known as the Metropolitan. 
The old curtain, torn scenery and uncomfort­ 
able Beata are to be looked upcn and occupied 
no more forever. The new Metropolitan 
Theater, which is almost completed, and will 
be opened by the Hazel Kirke company on 
the 2dth of this montb, will compare favora­ 
bly with the best in the country, and one 
which will be equal if not superior to the 
beet on the coast. The ventilation, light and 
acoustics of the new theater are as perfect 
as can be. The entire front on K street of the 
old theater has been torn cut, and a handsome 
front made, in bight and deeign to correspond 
with the Lirdner building for two stories. 
It is the intention of the proprietor, Mr. Gal­ 
latin, in the near future, to finish the other 
two stories, making it correspond with the 
Lardner front. The building then will be 
four full stories, with a frontage of 140 feet. 
In the center of the building is the main en­ 
trance. Cver this will commence a tower ex­ 
tending above the main building one story, 
and surmounted with a handsome dome. 
The maiu eutrance to the theater will be 19 
feet in width. The main entrenes to the old 
one was only 8. Six feet back from the front 
are the eutrance doors—of glass, and three in 
number. On pasting' through these doors 
you enter a large hall 19 by 32 feet, on the 
left-hand side of which is the ticket-office 
and manager's room, the front of which is a 
handsome pagoda. 
Ad j doing the ticket- 
i.fficc are the doors entering the main lobby, 
from which is an entrance to the ladies' 
room. 
This is an apartment situated in the 
rear of the main entrance, subdivided by a 
handsome arch 10 by 15, and furnished with 
all the modern conveniences. From this 
lobby are also the largo doorways leading 
iuto the main corridor of the auditorium, 
which is separated from the drees circle by 
iron columns supporting the rear portions of 
ihegallery.between which is a handsomesilver- 
plated railing, with three aislcways leading into 
the drees circle, parquette and private boxes. 
There are only two private boxes (one on each 
side), and will De known as dress circle in­ 
stead of proscenium boxes. The boxes are 
separated from the dress circle by a very 
handsome silver-plated railing, with curtains 
which can be opened or closed at will. The 
seatiDg capacity of the boxes is eight each. 
The stage dimensions are the same as that of 
the old theater. 
The orchestra i> inclosed 
with a light iron railing, ai.d is sunk eighteen 
inches below the paiquette, thus removing 
their obstruction to the view of those occupy­ 
ing seats in the parquette. The parquette 
anti dress circle are furnished with the modern 
iron frame*tilting Beat chairs, with arms, and 
upholstered with crimson leather. 
These 
chairs are of such a width as to hold the spec­ 
tators and give them plenty of ccmfort. 
They also have a pleasant inclination in the 
bock, plenty of width of the arms, and are at 
a sufficient distance behind the roerof chairs 
iu front to make a stretching of the lower 
limbs easy. From tin leb'jy is a broad, easy 
stairway leading to the family or balcony 
circle, which occupies the three front rows in 
tbe gallery ; the ends on each side directly 
c\ er the private boxes is subdivided into two 
stalls, iu which there are movable chairs. In 
rear of this is a low, close railing subdividing 
the gallery proper, the ingress and egress to 
which is by a separate and distinct broad 
stairway located ou the west end of the 
front. This makes two ticket cffioes; four 
audience apartments iu tbe building—drees 
circle, parquette, family circle and gallery. 
Tne dome in the center is 24 feet in diame­ 
ter and 12 feet in hight. The portion of the 
ceiling over the gallery is slanted upwards, 
giving it an increased higl t of 8 feet. The 
seating capacity of the building is as follows : 
Parqnette, 150 ; dres3 circle, 450 ; family cir­ 
cle, ¿50 ; gallery, 400 ; total, 1,250. 
All of 
the doors open outwards, and the lobby pre­ 
vents au interruption by parties outside be­ 
tween cots. The finish of the theater is in 
Oriental and Eastlake style. The frescoing 
is done in the highest sty le of the art. The 
dome represents a Moorish tont, with hand­ 
some flowers and viucs twining around the 
supports. 
The ceilirg is subdivided into 
panels, iu which aro r presented music, art, 
and tragedy. 
The owner of tbe new theater 
is Albert Gallatin, of the firm of Hunting­ 
ton, Hopkius k Co., of this city; the archi­ 
tect, W. H. Hamilton ; contractors. Carle k 
Croly; fresco artist, F. Schmidt; leseae, 
D . J. Simnicn*. 
The new scenery and drop 
curtain will be put in place this week. 


G iv e U s a W id e B e r t h .— At the pres­ 
ent time this city is infested with a lot of 
thieves and suspicious characters. People 
who have homes will do well to be on the 
lookout. Some fifty of this class made their 
debut in Sacramento on the arrival of the 
circus. Oao of them was arrested while 
here, convicted of petit larceny and sent 
up to the chsin-gang for 100 days. The entire 
police force was on duty night and day, and 
they say that every minute while the show 
was here they expected to hear of burglaries 
being committed. There are evidently some 
of this class in our midst still. On Tuesday 
evening about half-past 8 o’clock, as a lady 
was passing down Ninth street to L, one o"f 
this cías» stepped out of the alley and caught 
her by the arm. Her scre&ins aroused the 
neighbors, and they ran out to Bee what the 
trouble was, but the villain made good his 
escape without enriching himself. The light­ 
fingered gentry that are now in our midst will 
soon have their ranks increased bv an influx 
that always takas in the State Fair. The 
officers are on tbe constant lookout for this 
transient class that keep moving about from 
place to place, aud if they fall into the hands 
of our police they will wish they had given 
the city, and State Fair, a wide berth. If 
brought before Judge Henry they will not 
get lass than a hundred days in the chain- 
gang, and will lose all of the California fairs. 


L o o k in g A f t e r B u s in e s s .—A few days 
since a farmer wto lived in the country was 
brought to this city for medical treatment. 
He was taken to one of the hotels in 
town aud lived but a few days. After the 
death of the individual, his wife requested a 
friend to have the body taken to an under 
taker’s, embalmed and put on ice, so that it 
could be kept until relatives who live at a 
distance could have time to reach and attend 
the funeral. The friend did as the lady de­ 
sired—the body was taken to an undertaker’s 
and properly cared fer. A rival undertaker 
went to the wife of the decersad, preseed his 
claim, and prevailed upon her to sign an or­ 
der turning the body over to him. She did 
so. There was a row over the corpse. Un­ 
dertaker number two has poea-srian now, and 
tie widow will have to pvythe expenes of 
two funerals.

WHO IS TO BL&KE? 


A few days since police officers fcund an 
insane Chinese youth by tbe name of Ah 
Yee chained to the floor in a tenement house 
iu Chinatown. They took him, as was their 
duty, to the station-house, and had him ex­ 
amined for insanity by a board of physicians. 
The physicians pronounced him insane, and 
Judge Clark issued s commitment, assigning 
him to tbe asylum at Napa. A reporter who 
happened to be in the Sheriff’s office saw the 
commitment, and also learaed that he, and 
another insane by the name of Danus W ater­ 
house, were to be taken to the asylum at Napa 
yesterday. As the reporter was coming down 
town he saw a commotion in the Chinese quar­ 
ter, and, npon investigating, found that the po­ 
lice had given up the demented youth to bis 
count: ymen, and they were taking him—a 
raving maniac—to their quarters. Last even. 
¡Dg some colored people, who live in a house 
adjoining the oue in which the crazy China­ 
man is confined, complained that the cries 
of the insane man were loud, pitiful, and 
continuous, and the whole neighborhood 
were kept awake the night previous by his 
ravings. Last evening two reporters called 
to investigate the matter. Going into the 
alley between Fourth and Fifth, I and J, a 
short distance, thay came to a dark, dirty and 
gloomy hail. They asked the Chinamen, who 
were numerous in that vicinity, to conduct 
them to the Chinese insane asylum. None 
would go. The reporters opened a rickety 
door, entered a dirty hall, climbed a tumble­ 
down stairway in the dark, reached a hail on 
the second floor full of the fumes of the 
opium pipe, and so dark that one’s hand 
could not be seen before him. Upon their 
calling loudly, a frightened Chinaman opened 
a door leading into the hall, and emerged 
with a lighted taper. 
When told that the 
reporters wished to see the China boy, he said 
he “ Heap na sabee. ” One tf the reporters 
caught hold of him by the shoulder, told him 
he was a physician, and had come to pay a 
medical ,’isit. The Chinaman ti en led them 
through a long filthy hall to the last room. 
He unbelted and unlocked the door, gave the 
light to the reporters, told them to go in if 
they wished, but he bimteU would remain in 
the hall. To use his own language, “ He 
heap no likce.” Ou the fl.or, chaired by the 
aukle, sat the boy the reporters were iu 
search of. 
He had not a single stitch 
of 
clothing 
on, 
neither 
was 
there 
anything in the 
room 
to 
show 
that 
he hsd been clothed since his confinement. 
When the door was opened he raised up and 
commenced talking in the Chinese language 
in a rapid and excited manner. There was 
no beddiug, no water ; in fact nothing in the 
room but the baro walls and fl >or. When the 
reporters left the door was locked and barred 
upon the poor helpless and mauailed youth. 
The reporters departed to attend their du­ 
ties, and the Chinese returned to their opium 
dens. It seems strange that au insane per­ 
son, one who is a maniac like the OC6 in ques­ 
tion, after having been examine!, pronounced 
insane, regularly committed to the Asylum 
as was Ah Yee, should bs 
allowed 
to 
be tortured in the manner it is being done by 
his countrymen. He certainly will never re­ 
gain reason under the cruel treatment to 
which he is toeing subjected. 
He in his 
raviDgs il destroying the rest of tte people 
who are so unfortunate as to live in that 
neighborhood, and certainly Bhonld be taken 
to the Asylum as the Court directB.

M E N O F 1 T H E H O U R . 


Benjamin Harvey Hill was born iu Jasptr 
county, Ga., September 14, 1823. He was grad­ 
uated from the State University, studied law 
aud was, ia due time, admitted to the bar. 
In 1851, he was eent to the State Legislature 
as a Union man. 
In 1857, he ran for Gov­ 
ernor of Georgia, but unsuccessfully. 
He 
wav a member of the State Senate in 1859, 
and an earnest supporter cf the Beil and 
Everett ticket in 1860. He opposed secession 
in the beginning, but afterward went with 
his State, and was a Senator in the Con­ 
federate Congress thoroughout the period cf 
the war. The upshot of this was his arrest by 
Federal officers in May, 1866, and his con­ 
finement for two months in Fort Lafayette, 
New York harbor. 
In 1867, he presided over 
the Ms son Convention, which reorganized 
the Democratic party of the South on the 
Union basis, and subsequently opposed Tbad- 
deus Stevens’ rcheme of reconstruction by 
vigorous work with his pen. After his election 
to the House of Representatives in 1875, he 
distinguished himself ia debate with Blaine, 
When the Electoral Commission, after the 
Hayes-Tilden campaign, was proposed as 
nece»sary, ha advocated it, and was elected to 
LATE UNITED STATES s e n a t o r f r o m GEORGIA, 
the United States Senate before that body
